PEACE AS A MENACE 


T wo or three times since the etui o f W o rld W.»r ll. 
the Truman Administration has got (he* in te rn a tio n a l situ 
ation into such a complicated mess that tlx* worst disaster 
which could happen would have* bren a sudden o utburst 
of peace. 
Now we’re back in that rut. 
lf Joe Stalin's little boys, meeting with U ncle S am ’s 
representatives in the Big Four c o n fe re n c e ai Paris, were 
able to do or to say something which w o u ld convince the ^ 
world that there Is a ten or twenty year era o f peace ahead, 
it would be the most destructive econom ic atom -born 
ever set off. 
This country would go in to a tail-spin that w o u ld 
make the Depression look like a p icnic. W ith (lie precari 
ous condition of national currency and n ational c redit, 
such an outbreak of peace might cause a collapse o f o ur 
government and our country. 
Think it over. Our whole financial structure is geared 
to the theory that there is going to he a w ar budget ru n ­ 
ning around sixty billions a year fo r the next several years. 
Peace would cut that budget in h a lf. T h e p ro d u ctio n upon 
which industry plans to carry the tax burden is w a r p ro ­ 
duction. Peace would demoralize in d ustry. W e have m il 
lions of civilians, and three million men in u n ifo rm , w h o 
would be released from their present jobs if peal e returned 
—and where, pray tell, could they go except on relief ?
